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7th, and closing Thursday, Febru- 
ary 13th. It is the nation's larg- 
est birthday celebration among 
young citizens and will be ob- 
served throughout the United 
States. 

In Newton and Wellesley, 
where 2200 Scouts and Cub 
Scouts and their adult leaders, 
the Scouters are united in the 
Norumbega Council, the week 
will be marked by activities in the 
various Scouting Units and by 
special religious services on the 
7th and on Scout Sunday, the 9th.

It is a good thing to remember that the wonderful electric de- 
velopment which t hr I'nited States has enjoyed, and where elec- 
tricity is in more universal use than any place in the world, was 
brought about by the courage and initiative of individuals. 

In recognition of one man who did more to provide electric 
service for the world than any other, the Thomas A. Edison Cen- 
tennial will be celebrated throughout t lie country February 11. by 
electric power companies, professional societies, electric leagues, 
and other business, civic, and educational organizations. 

It is no exaggeration to say that Thomas Edison made pos- 
sible more appliances to lighten work and provide amusement 
than any other individual. After Edison conceived an invention, 
industry pioneered the way in making its use practical and eco- 
nomical for the average citizen. It would be impossible to esti- 
mate the benefits flowing to mankind as a result of Edison's imag- 
ination. The ramifications of the use of electricity after his per- 
fection of the incandescent lamp in 1879 are too varied to 
enumerate. 

The Edison Centennial is a fitting tribute to the man who 
made electric service for the world possible. By the same token, 
it reflects credit on the individuals and companies who provide 
electric service at a cost within the reach of every pocketbook. 

The record of Edison’s achievement is a testimonial of what 
the United States stands for — opportunity — no limit on the exer- 
cise of talent and initiative. 

When you turn an electric switch on February 11, play your 
phonograph, sec a motion picture, or enjoy any one of the count- 
less uses of electricity, pause a moment and think of Thomas 
Edison, a typical American who made these things possible. 

Example of International Cooperation

and cheerful smile. Organized in 51 nations around the world, 
Scouting today has nearly four and a half million boys and 
leaders on its membership rolls.

Its great 
influence in International friendship and good will has been con- 
stantly furthered by Scout Jamborees, visits and correspondence 
across the seas. 

In more recent vears it has seen examples of world wide 
helpfulness. For instance, th,e Boy Scouts of America, which 
marks its 37th anniversary during Boy Scout Week, February 
7 to 13. has a World Friendship Fund of voluntary gifts by its 
members. Thus far over $110,000 has gone to help Boy Scouts 
in 32 nations overseas rebuild their Units. 

These international aspects of the Boy Scouts are ■worth 
examining.

Mr. Edwards, one of Newton's 
successful business men, has con- 
ducted in this city the lumber 
business which bears his name 
for over 20 years. He is a direc- 
tor of a Cooperative Bank and 
was this year elected president 
of the Newton Chamber of Com- 
merce for a second term. 

His untiring efforts in behalf 
of the Newton men and women 
who entered the armed services 
will long be remembered. Prac- 
tically single handed he organized 
various veterans projects and 
raised the funds wherewith they 
functioned. These projects meant 
much to those who left their 
homes to serve their country. 
Nor will their families soon for- 
get his many little acts of re- 
membrance which were so greatly 
appreciated. He organized and 
was chairman of the Citizens’ 
Committee for Service to Newton 
Service Men which staged the 
early morning send-offs for the 
departing boys and presented 
them with useful kits. Later he 
accepted the chairmanships of 
the Citizens’ Advisory Commit- 
tee and the Advisory Committee 
to the Veterans’ Service Bureau 
of Newton. 

As a captain in World War I 
with an enviable combat record 
Mr. Edwards understood the 
problems of the veterans and ded- 
icated himself during the war 
years to the task of helping solve 
these problems. 

The Roll of Honor at City Hall 
was Mr. Edward's project. He 
sa.w it constructed and super- 
vised the tabulation of the names 
which grace it. The Honor Roll 
might well be considered a trib- 
ute to the tireless efforts of Mr. 
Edwards. 

“What’s Cookin’ in Newton,” 
the little newspaper that was 
sent to all in the service over- 
seas was the result of Mr. Ed- 
ward’s desire that service men 
and women would feel a close 
contact with their home town 
•while* in foreign lands.

r.i f.L. chorus, he was also active in the 
collection of food and clothing 
for victims of the war and he has 
demonstrated time and time 
again his solicitude for the wel- 
fare and happiness of others. 

The citizens of Newton would 
do well in this year of city elec- 
tions to give serious thought of 
the name of Roy S. Edwards 
for the honor of Mayor of New- 
ton.

Tax Rate, '47, $35, ? 
Sets City on Edge

Editor Newton Graphic: 

Disquiet in some quarters has 
been caused the past week by 
a published statement that this 
year’s tax rate will rise to $35 
or thereabout. With today’s in- 
creased costs— war and all — al- 
lowing $28 to have been a fair 
rate in 1939, a $35 rate (25% 
greater) would not be out of 
line. 

True, while the city's net debt 
is low, it ) could and may be 
much higher should a spending 
spree take place. A $35 tax 
rate as such calls for no undue 
alarm. To stress it as a near 
calamity is not helpful to New- 
ton. 

Newton in the main is cred- 
ited with being well managed 
and free largely from ills said to 
afflict less favored municipalities. 
Some 14 years ago the then 
Mayor stated that about the 
only way money could be saved 
in the city “was by chiseling.” 
No point on this issue is herein 
made. After a serious fire "wise 
ones" gather around and debate 
how the conflagration might 
have been averted. Too late, of 
course! 

About vast city activities not 
too far remote citizens may 
cogNw^e on the following whys 
and welcome a little light: 

1. Allowing the matter of a 
possible $200,000 unbalance In a 
department to hang in the air 
for nearly two years. 

2. Spending $28,000 on a 
drain when if developed differ- 
ently (even better) the cost 
might not have been more than 
$ 10 , 000 . 

3. Ignoring State law by ne- 
glecting to safeguard highways 

; bounded by steep embankments. 
Recently, induced by rain and 
( ice, a bus containing many fares 
skidded for some distance down 
hill on one of these streets along 
!side and embankment. Luck 
sometimes runs out— accidents 
are heartrending and damage 
' suits bothersome. 

! 4. Certain street construction; 

impossible sidewalk conditions 
j after snow falls. 

5. Wise expenditures are com- 
mendable, while neglecting to 
| spend may be shortsighted and 
[ expensive. Plans are now being 
suggested whereby the city 
j could embark in enlargement 
and expansion of present activi- 
ties, involving in the aggregate 
a few million dollars. Mind you, 
some or all of these propositions 
may have merit. How much the 
general body of taxpayers know 
or care about such plans is any- 
I body’s guess, but if the “wise 
I ones” in our midst will enlighten 
those stirred up about a pos- 
sible 1947 $35 tax rate before a 
1 future improvement program be 1 
launched, it would be a distinct j 
contribution to the now little ! 
understood complexities of the 
whys and wherefores of city ex- 
penditures.

50 Years Ago 
February 5, 1897 

The fire committee has under 
consideration the equipment of 
a protective and supply wagon, 
as an addition to the fire depart- 
ment apparatus now in commis- 
sion. The plan provides for the 
equipment of a regulation hose 
wagon, with supplies of all kinds 
needed at a fire, and with a full 
complement of rubber blankets 
and protectors. 

The Boston A Albany officials 
express themselves as well satis- 
fied with the progress of the 
work on the depressed roadbed 
since cold weather set in, and 
reiterate their prediction * that 
trains will be running on two 
tracks through the cut by mid- 
summer.

(This Is the third and concluding 
letter on the W.E.T. Bill.) 

Dear Julie: 

These are additional remarks 
on the Wagner-Ellender-Taft Bill, 
but. definitely, they are not 
random thoughts. It is so im- 
portant that we make a begin- 
ning as soon as possible in solv- 
ing our housing needs and also 
that we give it real consideration 
that I have been talking constant- 
ly about it to all our friends. If 
we can get Congress to pass this 
Bill, we can obtain benefits both 
immediate and far reaching in 
the realm of city planning and 
home construction. If we could 
fulfill our need for one and a quar- 
ter million homes per year in the 
next teu years, it is estimated 
that four million persons would 
be steadily employed. In terms of 
investment it would mean six 
to seven billions of dollars. Also 
there would be employment and 
Investment in allied fields— house- 
hold furnishings, electrical equip- 
ment, appliances, etc. The social 
gains from slum clearance and, 
more positively, community plan- 
ning would be inestimable. 

In Immediate benefits that mid- 
dle third of American families, 
ealled “our backbone” could ob- 
tain assistance as well as those 
on the lower income levels. This 
middle third can only afford to 
pay between $20 and $40 a month 
for shelter. This is based on pre- 
war income figures which placed 
earnings from one to two thous- 
and dollars in this group. While 
the wage scale has risen, the pur- 
chasing power has not. Long 
term insured loans with easier ( 
terms than are available now 
would make it possible for these! 
dependable people to spread the 1 
cost of paying for a home over a 
32 year period. Also private 
builders would have a large new 
market opened to them. Insur- 
ed loans would be available to 
builders so that their own capi- 
tal could be spread out over more 
construction. 

The Bill would also give forty 
year mortgages on large scale 
rental housing at low rates of in- 
terest. Many in this middle in- 
come group require rental hous- 


ing which they can't find now. 
Rural slums are also to be aided 
by this Bill. 

Some people feel we might be 
intensifying inflation rather than 
reducing it; the only answer 
seems to be that we must pro- 
duce as many houses as we can 
as quickly as possible. By mak- 
ing it possible for the middle in- 
come groups to build we are 
filling t;he most acute need, we 
would be acting to combat infla- 
tion and ultimately to ease the 
situation on other levels. 

You might remind Father Mil- 
ler that this Bill was written by 
Senators of both parties who 
agreed on its long range plan- 
ning and the establishment of a 
single federal housing agency. 
It is truly our traditional and 
best method of doing things when 
we are all working together to 
solve a common need. Whatever 
you and Bob and Father and 
Mother Miller think of my ideas, 
I’d like you to write your opin- 
ion to Senator Lodge or Senator 
Saltonstall at the Senate Office 
Building, Washington, D. C., or 
to Representative Herter at the 
House Office Building. I know 
you have never written your Con- 
gressmen and, believe me, it is 
exciting to get your reply. They 
do read your letters!

British M.P. to 
Speak at Canadian 
Club Dinner, Feb. 13 

— • o — 

Beverly A. Baxter, M.P., of 
London, England, will speak at 
the Boston City Club under the 
ouspices of the Canadian Club of 
Boston at their Annual Ladies' 
Night Dinner on Thursday, Feb- 
ruary 13, on the subject “Has Eng- 
land Gone Socialistic?” 

Beverly Baxter, Member of 
Parliament, was born in Toronto, 
banada, January 8, 1891. In World 
War I he served as a Lieutenant 
in the Infantry, Canadian Engi- 
neers, with the Canadian Expe- 
ditionary Force, and the Royal 
Engineers. In 1920 he joined the 
staff of the Londan Daily Ex- 
press; two years later was manag- 
ing editor of the Sunday Express; 
and in 1924 became managing edi- 
tor of the Daily Express. In 1929 
he became Editor-in-Chief of In- 
veresk Publications, and until 1932 
he was Editor-in-Chief and Direc- 
tor of the Dally Express. Through 
his efforts circulation reached 2,- 
000,000 becoming the largest daily 
circulation in the world. From 
1933-35 he was Public Relations 
Counsel for Gaumont British Pic- 
ture Corporation, Limited, and in 
1938 was Editorial advisor of Al- 
lied Newspapers. 

In the 1935 general election, 
Baxter took his seat in the Brit- 
ish Parliament by one of the big- 
gest majorities in the country. He 
was engaged by Lord Kemsley, 
owner of the largest newspaper 
group in Britain, as editorial ad- 
visor and chief political writer. 
He began to emerge as a powerful 
political figure, equally eloquent 
with his voice and pen. In the 
last election, so disastrous to the 
Conservative Party, with London 
going Socialist all around him, 
Baxter held his seat with a 6,000 
majority. His influence in the 
Conservative Party grew accord- 
ingly. 

During World War II, Lord 
Beaverbrook appointed Beverly 
Baxter Controller of Aircraft 
Factory Cooperation. His job was 
to keep the men and women in 
the factories working full time — 
twelve hours a day, seven days 
a week. Baxter traveled up and 
down the country like a revival- 
ist speaking to the workers at 
all hours of the day and night. 
Whe the Battle of Britain was 
over and won, Baxter resigned 
from the Ministry and flew to his 
native Canada, making a lecture 
tour across the Dominian. 

He is a member of the Carlton 
Club of St. James, and the Royal 
Canadian Yacht Club. 

He has had published several 
books including: “The Parts Men 
Play”, a novel; “Blower of Bub- 
bles”, a collection of short sto- 
ries; “Strange Street”, and “Men 
Martyre and Mountebanks”, auto- 
biographies; and “It Happened in 
September”, a play. In addition 
he has written several articles 
that have been published through- 
out the world. He also writes spe- 
cial articles on world affairs for 
the New York Sunday Times. 

Arthur C. Douglas of Newton is 
president of the Canadian Club. 
Charles W. Barker, also of New- 
ton, is chairman of the dinner 
committee.

The 
average pressure is about 80 
pounds depending on the eleva- 
tion of the terrain. 

Hydrants are checked periodi- 
cally for leaks and to be sure 
that they are in good operating 
condition. After use at each Are 
the hydrants are again checked. 
In the winter they are pumped 
out if necessary and examined 
so that they will not freeze.

“Although Massachusetts ranks 
high in social awareness compar- 
ed to the rest of the country, still 
most -of the citizenry are rela- 
tively unaware of the social pro- 
blems existing in their own com- 
munities,” Dr. Thaddeus Krush. 
Sr. Physician at the Metropolitan 
State Hospital, said to a group 
of sixty people Tuesday (Janu- 
ary 28th) who attended the Con- 
ference and Study Group Meet- 
ing of the Newton Community 
Council. Dr. Krush spoke on 
“Special Problems of Children". 
“There should be a change in 
society’s attitude toward the men- 
tally ill," he said. "People should 
not be outcasts because they are 
mentally ill any more than they 
are when they are physically ill. 
Society should also rid itself of 
the fear of mental patients. 
Friendliness and understanding 
are what they need most.” 

Dr. Krush defined psychosis as 
“a state of being in which the 
person is unable to integrate 
himself into society in a manner 
acceptable to society.” This state 
is not brought about by the per- 
son himself so much as by his 
environment, although heredity 
does play its part. “Insecurity 
at home causes many behavior 
problems irt children,” he said, 
“tending to make them express 
themselves outside the home and 
often in destructive ways.” Even 
after institutional care and ap- 
parent return to normalcy, if 
children are returned to the same 
conditions which previously 
brought on the upset, too fre- 
quently the work of the institution 
is all for naught. Good foster 
homes are necessary for these 
children. 

Dr. Krush spoke of the work 
that is being done at the clinic. 
A playground and a sports pro- 
gram have been initiated within 
the last year with evident thera- 
peutic value in that by learning 
and abiding by rules in games 
they acquire the ability to get 
along with others. As yet little 
or no individual therapy has been 
applied due to a lack of personnel. 
Also little educational work is 
being done with the children for 
the same reason. 

“Few people realize the length 
of waiting lists which each of 
the mental institutions have," 
Dr. Krush said. He estimated that 
there are some six thousand peo- 
ple in Massachusetts alone, wait- 
ing for institutional care. He 
stated that it was his hope that 
socially aware groups such as 
this might become interested in 
seeing that some of the legisla- 
tion was passed which is in pro- 
cess to correct some of these ills. 
He stated that the children need 
books and puzzles at the Metro- 
politan Hospital. The rate of des- 
truction is extremely great. They 
could also use to definite advan- 
tage such equipment as phono- 
graphs and both musical and 
story-telling records. 

Rev. Herbert Hitchen, chairman 
of the Conference and Study 
Group introduced the speaker. 
At the close of the session Dr. 
Krush answered questions from 
the floor. Among the audience of 
representatives from women’? 
clubs and Newton social agencies, 
were two visiting social workers 
from England. 

- Dr. Hitchen announced that the 
next meeting of the Conference 
and Study Group will be held 
February 28 at 10:30 a.m. in the 
Newtonville Methodist Church 
when the speaker will be Dr..

He was a 
former president of the Eastern 
Sociological Society and the 
American Federation of Teach- 
ers.

According to Mr. Schlpper, 
Home Service in the Newton 
Chapter gives advice and assist- 
ance each month to nearly 200 
servicemen, veterans, and their 
families. Recently there has been 
a monthly average of a hundred 
cases of assistance with claims 
for disability pensions. Some 
three to four hundred dollars 
worth of financial assistance iA 
given out or loaned. 

The Home Service staff con- 
sists of Miss Ethel M. Knight, 
executive secretary,- Mrs. Edith 
Chase, case worker, and a mem- 
ber of volunteer staff assist- 
ants. These workers have to be 
good listeners. A great variety 
of family problems reach their 
ears and often they can find the 
way to smooth perplexing con- 
ditions. They are experienced In 
securing social histories, In sup- 
plying the necessary information 
to satisfy a worried serviceman 
overseas, in assembling facts for 
furlough verifications and in as- 
sisting with many government 
benefits. 

At the request of the Military, 
Home Service is sometimes called 
in to give friendly help to the 
family of a hospitalized service- 
man. This might involve ar- 
ranging of appointments, fur- 
nishing of transportation, offer- 
ing of financial aid when needed, 
and in case of the death of the 
patient, helping to file a great 
variety of government claims. 
Home Service sees such a family 
through the entire critical period 
of readjustment and stands by 
ready to give additional aid if 
needed. 

Mr. Schipper’s committee acts 
in a supervisory capacity over 
this highly specialized and con- 
fidential work. They will meet 
regularly for consultation with 
the social workers and help to 
interpret Home Service to the 
citizens of Newton. They pbint 
out that the approach is always 
one of human friendliness, and 
that one-third of the Chapter 
budget is allotted to this vital 
work.

Of Route 128 

The NNewton Planning Board, 
in its latest report, reiterated its 
recommendation that the mayor 
and the Board of Aldermen take 
steps to have Route 128 relocated 
“so as to relieve our city streets 
from Its tremendous traffic bur- 
den.” Route 128 now extends 
through the city by way of Need- 
ham and Walnut streets. 

The Chamber of Commerce and 
other organizations have fre- 
quently expressed similar senti- 
ments, but the agitation for the 
change In Route 128 was tem- 
porarily stilled during the war. 
Now that such projects are again 
feasible, the sponsors of the move- 
ment have become active again 
in their efforts to bring about a 
change in the highway route. 

As a substitute for the present 
course of Route 128 through New- 
ton the state has plans on file

Henry Pinkham 

Letter to Editor 

In the beautiful church atop 
Meetinghouse Hill, Dorchester, a 
considerable congregation met 
on Feb. 2nd in memory of a man 
whose spirit will increasingly 
march In America and the world 
— Henry Winn Pinkham, of New- 
ton, Mass. John Haynes Holmes 
of the Community Churches in 
Boston and New York, gave a 
powerful tribute none that heard , 
It will ever forget, to this man j 
who paid to the cause of peace' 
the last farthing of intense efTort 
and devotion. Henry Pinkham 
will forever be honored as the | 
first minister hereabouts to be- 
come for life a Conscientious Ob- 
jector to war and all its works. 
In spite of poverty, ill-health, the 
permanent loss of a pulpit, he 
never ceased by tongue and pen 
to bring his brilliant and pro-| 
found mind to the question: 
"Shall war be our force against; 
evil, or shall we deal only in the 
force of justice and truth?” He l 
became, as Dr. Holmes put it, a 
"minister without portfolio” to j 
all the people; and never a tinge 
of reproach or bitterness ever l 
crossed his lips or his thoughts. 

It would be interesting to re- 
count the story of his life. But' 
It is far more important for us! 
to understand clearly his truth. I 
It is this truth will save civiliza- 
tion from the new, Imminent 1 
Dark Ages If it can be salvaged 
at all. Most of us say we are 
against war, and think we mean 
it. Mr. Pinkham calls our bluff. 
We are chameleons: for peace in 
times of peace, but at other times 
we should ‘win the war’ as loudly 
as the rest. (I include myself 
in this indictment, with growing 
shame). 

The pages of history that really 
thrill us are those that tell of 
men and women who paid for 
their unpopular convictions not 
only with their time and means 
but with their freedom, their very 
life. Has the day arrived when 
unpopular truths can be vlndi- 1 
cated and established more 
cheaply than this? We who hes- 
itate not to force our potential 
young scientists, musicians and 
poets to exchange their freedom 
‘for the duration’ for a career as 
killers of old men and babies, 
with the strong chance of losing 
arms or eyes or life itself, — shall 
we, for fear of being misunder- 
stood or losing our comfortable 
’way of life’ hesitate to challenge 
our collective practices which we 
know to be iniquitous and there- 
fore everlastingly futile? If we 
do so refrain we are cowards of 
the deepest dye, willing to risk 
our common ruin in atomic war 
rather than our personal incon- 
venience now. 

Henry Pinkham was the earnest 
of a growing army or revolters. 
They say, and I say, WAR is 
THE ENEMY to be conquered, 
not this nation or that. We re- 
ject and would scourge out of our I 
temples, as Christ did, the atro- I 
cious lie now peddled by the mili- 
tary that hereafter ‘offense is 
the only defense.’ General Mac 
Arthur knew better than this and 
said so very plainly. This re- 
ductio ad absurdum should prove 
to everyone that defense can 
only be political and spiritual. | 
It includes such eternal and solid i 
‘intangibles’ as the following: 

1) The World Government yet! 
to be consummated on the foun-! 
dations of UNITED NATIONS.! 
(See bill now before the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature). 2) Pay- 
ing the bills of past wars, not 
only the interest to our own finan- 
ciers to whom war was just 
another ’investment,’ but paying; 
in the coin of loans to all the de- 1 
vastated countries, and FOOD TO' 
ALL THE HUNGRY whose fields } 
and livings lay in the path of our 
guns: guns we said were ‘buying 
our freedom’ but which in any 
case paid off in ’prosperity’ for

The names of persons who 
would appreciate and profit by 
this program will be referred to 
the Community Gray Lady Corps 1 
Chairman by t)?e District Nurs- 
ing Association or the Board of 
Education, having first obtained 
the approval of the patient’s 
family and physician. School 
pupils who are confined to their 
homes for two or more months 
are entitled to education by the i 
city. The two to three hours ■ 
weekly of formal education which 
these children receive will be sup- j 
plemented by craft instruction ! 
and recreational guidance offer- 
ed by the Gray Ladies. 

It is hoped that much of the 
fnaterial necessary to carry out 
the work will be procured j 
through interested individuals 
and organizations who wish to 
participate. Among such needed 
articles are yarn, leather, small 
tin and wooden boxes, and ma- 
terials for hooked rugs. Scouts 
and other groups will be of assis- 
tance in the preparation of these 
items. 

"According to Mrs. Harris, it Is 
hoped that other agencies will 
eventually share in the work. 

Newton women interested in 
joining the corps will be given 
adequate training. Instruction in 
crafts is offered on Fridays at 
the Chapter House, 21 Foster 
street, Newtonville, for those who 
plan to teach.

EXPORTS and IMPORTS 

The test of our political and 
economic maturity is here. We 
want political peace; for this we 
must have economic peace. 

In April, 18 nations will meet 
in Geneva to negotiate for tariff 
reductions. The Smoot- Hawley 
Tariff Act of 1930 is the basis of 
U. S. tariff rates. These were the 
highest ever passed by Congress; 
but a few years later Congress 
passed the Reciprocal Trade Act 
which gives the President power, 
for a limited time, to grant re- 
ductions in tariff rates up to 75 r Tc 
of the Smoot-Hawley rates. This 
act has been renewed four times 
and will need to be renewed again 
in 1948. 

Trade is the skeleton on which 
are built all other international 
relationships of governmeftt — 
international Currency, aviation, 
and shipping. We are agreed 
that to utilize our greatly increas- 
/d productive capacity we want 
to export goods. We are aware 
that our prosperity is linked with 
the rest of the world. Your job 
and mine are dependent upon the 
increased flow of trade. 

The reduction of trade barriers 
does not necessarily insure last- 


ing peace, but we can be sum 
that depression, unemployment, 
hunger, all make a good breeding 
ground for strife. We need to 
Import goods since our imports 
are a contribution to our total 
wealth. We need to export so 
that we can pay for our imports, 
And in order to export goods we 
must import goods so that the 
purchasers of our products can 
have money to pay us. Recipro- 
city is truly the basis of trade. 

The easier we can make it for 
each country to trade with us 
the nearer we will be to econ- 
omic stability. At the present 
time there is no great restriction 
on trade, but the U.8., being the 
economic colussus which it is, is 
being watched by all the other 
countries to see what its future 
commercial policies will be. The 
choice is ours— at this moment. 
A long range policy of tariff re- 
ductions will lead to a freer ex- 
change of goods. If we are truly 
international economically as well 

as politically we be truly 
leaders in this Atomic Age. 

And this too is something on 
which Senators Lodge and Salton- 
stall and Representative Herter 
would like your opinion.

When Troops No. 1, 2, 3, and 
4, in Newtonville, Newton, New- 
ton Center, and Waban were 
first organized early in the 
Spring of 1917 under the spon- 
sorship of Miss Susan Hills, the 
first Girl Scout Commissioner, 
one of the main objectives was 
to give girls a chance to learn 
about other countries. Like 
Girl Scout troops all over the 
country these groups were 
guided by the national Girl 
Scout program of community 
service and international cooper- 
ation. 

Simple activities such as find- 
ing out what foreign people first 
settled the Newtons, what pro- 
ducts were in daily use in their 
own homes, and collecting favor- 
ite cooking recipes of other 
countries were carried out in 
Girl Scout troops.

International en- 
campments have since been held 
in many countries including Ire- 
land and the United States where 
in 1937 the last encampment pre- 
vious to the war was held. The 
Juliette Low World Friendship 
Fund has been used to help fi- 
nance these international meet- 
ings. In 1947 the United States 
will again be the scene of an 
encampment where American 
Girls will meet with Girl Scouts 
of forty nations. 

Newton Girl Scouts are part 
of the World Association of Girl 
Guides and Girl Scouts, to which 
Girl Scout organizations of over 
twenty-five nations belong.

The Elevated 

Many residents of Greater Bos- 
ton have wondered for years just 
how long the general public 
would stand for the ridiculous 
situation surrounding the Boston 
Elevated Railway. It never did 
make any sense, and It makes 
less sense now to have a large 
group of stockholders guaranteed 
annual dividends of $5.00 a share 
every year quite regardless of 
whether or not the El operated 
in the red or in the black. Natur- 
ally the matter comes to a head 
when the El is apparently forced 
to default on bond interest owing 
to poor financial condition. 

What with the upshot be? Some 
say public ownership, some say 
a fifteen cent fare and some have 
other solutions. Much will de- 
pend, presumably, on the atti- 
tude of the public after it has 
an opportunity to study the de- 
tailed report of the State Audi- 
tor, Mr. Buckley, together with 
any recommendations he may^ 
make. Much depends, also, on 
what the Legislative Committees 
currently studying the entire 
problem from all angles may 
have to say. My own guess is 
that nothing sensational is apt to 
happen in the coming months. 
Why? 

My readers wil recall that this 
fancy dividend set-up was part 
of the Public Control Act of 1918, 
passed by the customary G. O. P. 
controlled Legislature. If the gen- 
eral public had followed the pro- 
ceedings at that time, it seems 
likely that there might have been 
a general protest. My own mem- 
ory does not help me, as I chanc- 
ed to be serving in the U. S. Army 
at that time. The point is simply 
this. I cannot visualize the pres- 
ent Great and General Court, 
(the doggy name for our State 
Legislature) doing anything very 
startling about the Elevated set- 
up. The Elevated management 
has command of some very smart 
brains and some equally smart 
legal talent. Although I do not 
like the word "lobby.” it is doubt- 
less true that the El has just as 
good a lobby at the State House 
as the insurance companies, the 
•public utilities and other sub- 
stantial business groups. It is ex- 
' ceedingly doubtful If a Demo- 
cratic minority in the Legislature 
can prevail over a strong Re- 
publican majority, especially 
when the problem is so complex 
and so difficult to understand. 
There will be a tremendous 
amount of oratory, a vast amount 
, of publicity, both for and against 
the poor El, and in the end, very 
little of major importance will 
have happened. Present indica- 
tions are that there may be in- 
superable difficulties in shutting- 
off the stockholders from their 
I customary share, and, barring 
THAT accomplishment, it is hard 
I to se how- the El picture can be 
improved very much, if any. 

We must all remember one 
thing, however. Governor Brad- 
ford. in announcing his loan ne- 
gotiations with th® Boston banks, 


stated emphatically that this was 
merely a shot In the arm and was 
In no way a solution of the criti- 
cal problem confronting the Ele- 
vated. Let’s wait a few weeks be- 
fore attempting to make even a 
reasonable guess as to the event- 
ual outcome. The writer, for one. 
Is inclined to believe that public 
ownership of the system is NOT 
in the cards. 

Governor Bradiord 

I like our new Governor’s at- 
titude very, very much, despite 
what has been construed by quite 
a few readers as a somewhat 
critical comment last week. You 
may recall that I had some rather 
frank observations to make con- 
cerning the dismissal of James 
T. Moriarty from the state serv- 
ice. It seemed to me that there 
were definitely two sides to this 
picture and that it was posisble 
that the Governor’s judgment 
was in error. Well, I got an ear- 
full over the phone, furiously 
enough, at the same time a 
prominent lady politician was 
taking me for a ride because she 
thinks that I have praised the 
Governor too highly and am blind 
to his faults, which the lady ap- 
parently considers numerous. It 
is hard to satisfy everyone and 
I never try to. Your columnist 
will continue to call his shots, 
regardless of what anybody, high 
or low, has to offer by way of 
criticism. 

The City Election 

It is hard to stir up much ex- 
citement about the City election. 
I am still checking up on the 
situation as a whole, but one or 
two points can be made right 
now. First and foremost, it is 
NOT likely that Alderman Theo- 
dore R. Lockwood • il be con- 
fronted by any new and power- 
ful opponent, unless some clever 
politicians pulls a fast one and 
persuades some out-standing 
dark-horse to enter the contest. 
Even so, the chances are that 
Alderman Lockwood, by that 
time, will have secure .1 sufficient 
pledges of support to put him in a 
reasonably safe position. He has 
already tied up more individuals 
than most people realize. Further- 
more, the list includes a lot of 
smart gentlemen with the neces- 
sary know-how, as well as a lot of 
good, substantial citizens who in- 
sist on explaining to me that they 
are "not politicians in any sense 
of the word." I can only say that 
my personal observation and ex- 
perience has shown me that it is 
these same gentlemen who can 
do a tremendous job either for 
or against somebody who is seek- ; 
ing political preferment. 

"I Predict" 

I predict that we are probably , 
seeing the last of our regular , 
part-time Mayor situation.

RENTS, RENT CONTROL 
and 

THE REAL ESTATE MARKET 

The Editor: 

Dear Sir: 

In response to your editorial 
appeal for constructive sugges- 
tions may I call your attention ^o 
the interlocking relationship be- 
tween rents, rent control and the 
real estate market. 

A NEW SUPPLY OF RENTAL 
HOUSING UNITS IS THE UR- 
GENT NEED OF TODAY. 

Washington authorities have at 
last moved — if somewhat belat- 
edly — to take some of the inequi- 
ties out of the rent situation by 
recognizing the plight of many 
landlords, and especially many 
of those who own and rent two, 
three and four-apartment proper- 
ties. (Listen in Sunday, Febru- 
ary 23rd over WEEI at 12:15 FOR 
CHARLES J. ASHLEY’S NEWS 
ANALYSIS, who will discuss the 
situation). 

Just how far this recognition 
of the landlord inay go, and 
whether Federal rent control will 
be continued or the burden shift- 
ed to the States, is not clear yet, 
but it does seem to be an oppor- 
tune time to make clear to the 
public in general, and tenants in 
particular, the situation as it ex- 
ists in the City of Newton. 

It has at all times been evi- 
dent that the control authorities 
—with 600 Regional offices now 
operating at an expense of over 
$1,000,000 per week— perhaps for 
political reasons, have refused 
to treat rents and the mainte- 
nance of rental property as they 
treated other thing?, such as 
food, machines, etc., when the 
cost of production went up. 

Rents, with few exceptions, 
have been kept at the levels at 
which they were frozen In March, 
1942 (many as far back as 1937 
or even earlier) in spite of thd 
fact that every item which enters 
into the maintenance and repair 
of rental property has risen 
sharply. 

All that the Newton owners 
(many of whom live on the pro- 
perty itself) have asked right 
along was recognition of this 
fact, and they have asked it as 
a matter of simple fairness and 
plain commonsense if they are 
to be expected to build more ren- 
tal housing.

Nevertheless when these argu- 
ments were presented before Con- 
gressional committees or OPA 
control authorities, the real estate 
owners were subjected to violent 
attacks and were frequently 
called predatory and selfish. 

The truth of the matter Is — 
and this Is pointed out very earn- 
estly by officers, committees and 
members of the Boston Real Es- 
tate Board — if the rental situa- 
tion is brought into balance with 
other economic factors by some 
such adjustments as are now be- 
ing considered, ie, the 10-15% in- 
crease in rentals now being rec- 
ommended by Congress, will go 
far to revive interest in the furth- 
er building of rental projects by 
private capital, and thereby help 
tremendously toward solving the 
housing situation for thousands 
of veterans who have been the 
worst victims of the OPA rent 
freeze which has forced them to 
buy homes for which they, were 
not yet ready and in many cases 
could not afford. 

There is plenty of money avail- 
able, and materials are rapidly 
becoming obtainable, to start a 
substantial building program in 
the Newton area when once the 
uncertainty over adequate rental 
returns Is removed. 

We Realtors lire doubly .anxious 
to see the production of medium 
rental projects speeded up, for we 
have had thousands of applica- 
tions and we know, and the pub- 
lic should be shown, that such 
production will be possible only 
when complete economic balance 
is restored' to the whole real es- 
tate and building market, and the 
reasonable adjustment of rents is 
a very important factor in restor- 
ing that balance. 

State Control Opposed 

On the matter of the continu- 
ance of rent control the Boston 
Real Estate Board is on record 
as preferring the retention of 
Federal control (with amend- 
ments) to the establishment of 
State rent control, with all its 


attendant confusion and extra ex- 
pense to the taxpayers of the 
State. The Board believes that 
the necessity for any control will 
decrease rapidly this year and 
that the gradual decontrol can 
best be handled at the Federal 
level. 

On behalf of property owners 
In general the Board has taken a 
firm stand against the double 
taxation of real estate which is 
the result of the present system 
of allowing the State to apportion 
Its deficit among the cities and 
towns, and thus lay this extra 
burden on real estate. 

I agree with the Board in be- 
lieving that homo owning at all 
price levels must be given every 
ensouragement as the best means 
of strengthening and upholding 
our democratic principles. 

I believe also that private in- 
dustry can do the job of restor- 
I ing balance to our real estate, 
building and financing markets 
if the process of total decontrol 
is speeded up.

He pointed out that although 
the population of the city had 
doubled in the past 45 years, the 
character of its citizens has re* 
mained the same. 

Comparing the area of Newton 
with that of adjacent cities and 
towns, Mr. Lockwood pointed out 
that Newton occupies as large an 
area as Cambridge, Somerville, 
Watertown and Arlington com- 
bined and that this added a con- 
siderable amount to the budget 
of the Street Department. 

Before making a change in the 
present form of government, New- 
ton citizens should give a great 
deal of thought and study to the 
subject, Mr. Lockwood warned. 

Following Mr. Lockwood’s talk, 
the merits of Plan E as operating 
in Cambridge were set forth by 
Donald Spencer of the Cambridge 
Civic Association. He explained 
the complicated preferential vot- 
ing system in effect under Plan 
E. He also enumerated some of 
the advantages and disadvantag- 
es under the Plan E form of gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Spencer said that increased 
tax rates are inevitable in almost 
every community in the State. 

The audience evidenced its in- 
terest in the remarks of the 
speakers by asking many ques- 
tions of both, paricularly about, 
the housing situation. 

In response to questions on 
housing, Mr. Spencer asserted 
that Cambridge leads all com- 
munities in Greater Boston in 
the construction of apartment 
blocks and dwelling units. Al- 
derman Lockwood asserted that 
Newton has absorbed many new 
residents during the war and said 
that the situation in the city is 
showing improvement.

Council of P.T.A.'s 
Discuss Upkeep of 
Newton Schools 

Discussion of the need of a 
program to provide for the up- 
keep and renovation of Newton 
schools was the subject of the 
meeting of the school buildings 
committee of the Newton Council 
of Parent Teachers' Associations 
hold Monday evening at the New- 
ton Technical High School, Mr. 
Fred T. Harvey, chairman, pre- 
siding. 

. It was pointed out that year 
by year budgeting provided for 
little more than the most urgent 
needs, and that a long range pro- 
gram would be advisable to bet- 
ter many conditions which affect 
the health and safety of school 
children. Specific discussion 
brought out an urgent need for 
better lighting conditions, im- 
proved and additional toilet facili- 
ties and drinking fountains, new 
floors in older building, more 
pleasant surroundings through in- 
terior painting in attractive col- 
ors, and more careful considera- 
tion of safety devices to eliminate 
fire hazards.' 

It was generally felt that many 
of the older school buildings are 
far below standards which should 
be maintained and that the reno- 
vating and modernizing program 
should be speeded up to compen- 
sate for lack of accomplishment 
during the war years. 

Plans were made for further 
discussion at the next meeting to , 
be held some time in March.

Speaking on “Whither the 
American Economy” on Monday 
at the meeting of the Newton 
Rotary Club att he Brae Burn 
Country Club, Malcolm P. Mc- 
Nair, Professor of Marketing at 
the Harvard Graduate School of 
Business Administration, indi- 
cated that we could take a close 
up view of the future or a long 
range view. In the near future he 
predicted that there would be 
some adjustment in the ecenomic 
order perhaps taking place with- 
in the next 18 months, caused by 
the following four factors: 

1. Accumulated inventories 
which have reached the point of 
satiety. 

2. A bulge of spending out of 
proportion to normal consumer 
income. 

3. Prices out of line for con- 
sumer goods which necessitates 
a lowering of prices. 

4. Consumer psychology in the 
form of a reaction against heavy 
spending at high prices. 

From the long range view point 
Professor McNair said that we 
were: 

1. Unlikely to have any de- 
pression as serious as those of 
1921 or 1937. 

2. We should welcome such ad- 
justment in order to get on a 
sound economic basis. 

3. In all probability there will 
be a period of good business for 
several years. 

4. If our economy is to be kept 
on the basis of free enterprise 
and not state controlled (as in 
England at the present) we must 
start now with a rehabilitation of 
the normal integrity of the in- 
dividual.

At other times 
they have battled neither wisely 
nor well; at times they have de- 
murely used their charms for 
their own ends. But in the last 
thirty years what was once only 
a spark has become a good-sized 
bonfire; where there was only a 
cursory interest in government 
there has come informed partici- 
pation. 

It was only a small group of 
detern^ned women who confound- 
ed the men and led the American 
public to add the nineteenth 
Amendment to its Constitution. 
These women were really rela- 
tively few in number but they 
had a dream which they realized; 
it was the vision of equality for 
women which gave them their 
vigor. It was just at this time 
that the League of Women Vot- 
ers had its beginning. The League 
of Women Voters promotes poli- 
tical responsibility through in- 
formed and active participation 
of citizens in government. There 
have been as many motives, 
dreams, goals, visions as there 
have been members, but picking 
only a few aims to be realized 
at a time and by staunchly work- 
ing as an integrated group there 


to let citizens know the is- 
sues which confront them, make 
them feel that their opinions on 
governmental issues really count, 
and point out to them a course of 
action through which they can 
make their convictions felt.”

Domestic control un- 
der a civilian agency to insure 
full development in the public in- 
terest. 

(2) Acceptance by the United i 
States of its full share of respon- 
sibility for strengthening the 
United Nations. 

(3) Governmental economic pol- 
icies which prevent inflation and 
deflation and stimulate maximum 
production and employment. 

(4) Strengthening the organi- 
zation and procedures of the Con- 
gress.

"Tuberculosis can be pre- 1 
vented,” Dr. Ernest M. Morris, i 
Health Officer of Newton, stated 
in a report issued today through 
the Health Education Service of 
the Newton Tuberculosis and , 
Health Association. 

"Tuberculosis has been called 
the unnecessary disease,” Dr. j 
Morris’s report continues. "Yet j 
55,000 Americans (and millions in 
other parts of the world) die 
from it each year. 

"Each of these deaths is a 
failure in prevention. We know 
that tuberculosis is caused by a 
germ. We know that it is spread 
to healthy people from persons 
who have the disease in active 
form. Only when we have the 
help of every citizen can we dis- 
cover and isolate every case of 
TB before germs are spread to 
others. We are however, suc- 
ceeding in getting more and more 
people Interested in checking up 
to be sure they do not have TB. 


"The early case of TB, dis- 
covered by x-ray while the per- 
son still feels well, can be cured 
with a minimum loss of time and 
money. When a case of tuber- 
culosis is discovered early the 
chances are that the person has 
not passed his germs on to 
friends, relatives and the people 
who work with him. 

"If every adult were to have 
routine chest x-rays, just as he 
should go to the doctor for an 
annual check-up, tuberculosis 
might eventually no longer be 
one of the leading causes of 
death. The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health is help- 
ing people ln industry to check 
up on their chests by sending 
x-ray equipment, in a large van, 
all around the state. In Newton, 
the Health Department conducts 
an x-ray clinic twice a month at 
the Newton-Wellesley Hospital, 
where doctors may send patients 
for a free chest x-ray.”

Tyler Leaves for 
Shell School

training course recently inaugur- !

H. J. Underwood, Boston division 
manager. 

The training school is being at- 
tended by over fifty company rep- 
resentatives from various parts 
of the country. The course is 
part of a long range program to 
keep Shell marketing personnel 
abreast of new technical develop- 
ments. Practical and visual aids 
are employed extensively, includ- 
ing over* 400 blow-up charts on 
every phase of the industry, hun- 
dreds of oil samples and speci- 
mens, tost apparatus, oil burners, 
and demonstration engines. A 
program of sports and recreation- 
al activities will be offered in ad- 
dition to the classroom instruc- 
tion. 


Carbon Monoxide Tolsonlng 

“Carbon monoxide gas is color- 
less, odorless, tasteless, and dead- 
ly.” This warning was issued to- 
day in a bulletin prepared by the 
Newton Tuberculosis and Health 
Association under the advice of 
Dr. Ernest M. Morris, Health Offi- 
cer of the Newton Health Depart- 
ment. 

“The carbon monoxide danger 
season is now at Its peak,” the 
report continues. “This is the 
time of year when people often 
keep automobile windows closed 
too tightly, and fail to ventilate 
rooms that are heated by defec- 
tive gas, oil, wood, coal and char- 
coal burning equipment. 

“The exhaust fumes from auto- 
mobile and truck engines contain 
carbon monoxide. If you run the 
engine of your car in a closed gar 
age, the poisonous gas will over- 
come you and may kill you. Some 
deaths from carbon monoxide are 
caused by the gas seeping Into 
tightly closed automobiles from 
defective exhaust lines. To avoid 
this danger, ventilate the car 
even In cold weather. On long 
trips stop occasionally for a walk 
and some fresh air. Do not leave 
the engine of a standing car 
running while occupants are in* 
side. 

“Tightly closed rooms are some- 
times heated by stoves that give 
off carbon monoxide. Because 
you cannot see, smell or taste 
carbon monoxide, It strikes with- 
out warning. First danger sig- 
nals are feelings of vague dis- 
comfort and uneasiness, followed 
by headache, weakness, dizziness, 
dimness of vision, nausea, vomit- 
ing and collapse. 

"Prompt removal to fresh air 
usually brings recovery from mild 
carbon monoxide poisoning Arti- 


ficial respiration may save the life 
of a victim who has stopped 
breathing. Administer artificial 
respiration while awaiting the ar- 
rival of the doctor and the in- 
halation apparatus. But the best 
‘cure’ of all Is prevention.”

helped them in various indoor 
gardening activities such as ter- 
rariums, greenhouse culture, 
bulb growing etc. 

The garden clubs of Newton 
worked at the Marine Hospital 
in Brighton. It was a small ges- 
ture at first but as the months 
went by, doctors and hospital 
authorities asked them to do 
more and more. They did this 
gladly, depending on no one but 
themselves for the funds for 
these services. They were ful- 
filling their wartime function as 
garden clubs. 

With the coming of peace, 
Newton garden club members 
wanted to show some apprecia- 
tion to their service men and 
women. Naturally their thoughts 
ran along lines of gardening, for 
they could neither build houses, 
find jobs for veterans nor estab- 
lish recreational centers. 

When the idea for a tribute of 
living plant material resulted 
from a casual conversation be- 
tween a convalescing service man ! 
and his mother, the garden clubs j 
were delighted to be able to co- 
operate. Why not the beautifi- 
cation of their city’s main street, 
Commonwealth avenue, as an ex- 
pression of their gratitude. Hem- 
locks and laurel and other native 
plant material that would not 
need too much care massed at 
strategic points from Lake street 
to Norumbega Park. Something 
which the citizens could be proud 
of. Something which would re- 
peat with very coming season, 
"We thank you." 

Thus the Newton Tribute Foun- 1 
dation came into being. Leading 
citizens, wishing that Newton 
might live up to its name of the 
"garden city," applauded it. Serv- 
ice men and women, with whom 
various garden club members dis- 
cussed their project, welcomed it. 

So the garden clubs went into 
the raising of their modest $40,- 
000 enthusiastically. They are not 
asking for donations that will 
deprive the Red Cross and USO 
and other worthy organizations. 
They do not ask for huge dona- 
tions. They would rather have 
dollar bills representing forty 
thousand people than large con- 
tributions representing only a 
handful. Though the garden 
clubs are sponsoring the planting 
of trees and shrubs they want 
it to be an expression from all 
garden-minded and beauty-lov- 
ing citizens of Newton. 

The planting scheme is being 
supervised by Bradford Williams, 
landscape architect. At Lake 
street there will be rather a 
sophisticated grouping of lilacs 
and flowering crabs intermingled 
with hemlocks and laurel. Near 
the Charles River bridge a more 
naturalistic planting is planned, 
with high bush blueberry, dog- 
wood and other native flora. At 
various bus intersections at Lex- 
ington street, Washington street, 
Walnut street, and Center street 
here will Be other smaller groups 
of flowering or bright-follaged 
shrubs. 

After a year the planting will 
be presented to the city. City 
Forester, George Rogers, is en- 
thusiastic about the idea and has 
promised his co-operation with 
future care and maintenance of 
the plants. 

President of the Newton Trib- 
ute Foundation is Mrs. John C. 
Jones of Newtonville, Mrs. How- 
ard Thomas of Newtonville is 
vice-president, and Mrs. Charles 
Woden and Mrs. John F. Brown, 
both of Auburndale, are secre- 
tary and treasurer, respectively.

at the finance committee met 

with the association directors on 
February 22 nd. 

In many municipalities it Is un- 
fortunately the case that a Tax- 
payer’s Association is a militant 
organization actively antagon- 
istic to every act and move of 
the administration. We in New- 
ton are fortunate in always hav- 
ing had the unselfish services 
of able and respected citizens. 
The aim of our association is 
good government, efficiently and 
economically administered. We 
respect the character of our 
elected officials and are most 
happy to give cooperation when 
we see eye-to-eye. We reserve 
the right to offer constructive 
suggestions and to differ when 
policies seem to diverge. 

An eight million dollar busi- 
ness is too large and complex for 
any citizen or groups of citizens 
to evaluate in minute detail and 
report thereon in a few days or 
weeks. Although the budget is 
itemized to a certain extent 
there are voluminous details 
and comparative statistical and 
historical data unavailable to 
your board of directors. When 
our association is more firmly 
established and has a large 
membership assuring financial 
freedom of action it will be pos- 
sible to pursue constant research, 
maintain intimate contact with 
all branches of the city govern- 
ment, and to render the citizens 
a far more effective advisory 
service. 

Faced with the increased costs 
of materials and wages we are 
not so naive as to proclaim our 
ability to show how taxes may 
be held to former levels. We 
cannot stem the powerful eco- 
nomic forces. We can however 
present certain questions for the 
tax-paying citizen to ponder. 

(1) Cost of government is in 
direct ratio to servioe ren- 
dered. What present services 
do you wish curtailed or elim- 
inated? 

(2) Cost of government is sub- 
ject to the efficiency of depart- 
mental operation. From your 
observation wherein are man- 
power and materials ineffici- 
ently used? 

(3) Cost of government is sub- 
ject to loose departmental co- 
ordination, lack of authority, or 
over lapping of responsibilities. 
What constructive comments 
can you make for our guidance 
and study? 

We do not pose these a3 mere- 
ly rhetorical questions. We di- 
rectors of your association have 
our individual and collective 
opinions, but as your representa- 
tives we want to have the bene- 
fit of the opinions of a very large 
number of Newton tax payers. 
Since the day Mayor Hyde took 
office in 1873 it has been the ac- 
cepted custom that the city’s af- 
fairs can be successfully admin- 
istered by a half-time executive. 
We feel the city has outgrown 
that custom and that henceforth 
it requires the executive’s full 
time. 

It has also been the custom 
to elect as mayor an outstand-

ing business or professional 
man. Such a one may or may 
not have had previous municipal 
experience. To date the city has 
been fortunate in its choices. 
But with all due respect ind 
honor to every encumbent the 
time ha3 come to recognize that 
the city has also outgrown that 
custom. Your directors recom- 
mend the employment of a 
trained city manager. We en- 
dorse this without specifying at 
the moment a particular charter 
change. In fact we believe one 
can be engaged under our pres- 
ent charter. A partial move in 
this direction was in effect some 
years ago when the Street, Wat- 
er, and Public Buildings Depart- 
ments were successfully coordin- 
ated under one head. The then 
Board of Aldermen were prac- 
tically unanimous for the con- 
tinuance, but certain political 
phasas frustrated it. 

Prior to examining the budget 
many of your directors feared 
the establishing of permanent 
higher base salaries and wages. 
It may be well that eventually 
new and higher bases will be 
fixed in the various classifica- 
tions, but until such time as 
economic conditions stabilize we 
endorse the modest adjustments 
and approve the bonus plan as 
properly affording temporary 
solutions. We are well aware 
that some city employees are 
dissatisfied because their total 
remuneration is not labelled as 
a permanent base. The citizens 
of Newton are fair-minded and 
your directors are confident that 
the employees will recognize the 
necessity of awaiting the proper 
time for permanent bases. 

We shall continue cur study 
of the budget and make such 
recommendations as seem prop- 
er. Meantime we want your 
ideas. For the continuance of 
our work we earnestly urge your 
active participation in strength- 
ening the association through 
larger membership.

t Middlesex & Boston 
Gets New Bases 
Ordered in 1943 

The Middlesex A Boston Street 
Railway announces that, the first 
of 22 new buses which they 
ordered in October 1943 are now 
Heine delivered at Waltham. . 

These buses, numbered 168 to 
i IS® inclusive were built at the 
Brill plant of the American Car 
and Foundry Company. They are 
in three colors of maroon, cream 
and aluminum, and are lettered 
Middlesex and Boston St. Ry. 
instead of just M. A B. St. Ry. as 
heretofore, as when buses had 
been chartered to travel con- 
siderable distances strangers 
had questioned what the letters 
"M. A B.” stood for. 

The new buses are 30 feet 9 
inches long and will seat 37 pas- 
sengers. 

There is a new type of spring 
suspension, and there are shock 
absorbers at the front and rear. 
Larger rolls are provided for indi- 
cating the termini of the runs, 
and more signs are available on 
them. The buses are brightened 
by side guard-rails of chrome 
instead of black, and the bump- 
ers are wider than formerly, 
with rubber inserts. 

An improvement that will be 
much appreciated by the public 
is an additional step at the front, 
the bottom step being 14 ’a in- 
ches from the ground, as com- 
pared with 15*3 on the earlier 
A. C. A F. Co’s coaches and 17 
inches on the earlier White ones. 
Front and rear directional sig- 
nals will aid traffic officers as 
well as occupants of following 
motor vehicles. 

The windows slide horizontally. 
Four heaters are supplied for 
passengers, and there is an addi- 
tional one at the front for melt- 
ing frost and ice on the steps, 
defrosting the windshields, and 
warning the operator, whose 
seat is upon a slightly elevated 
platform four or five inches 
above the level of the floor. The 
heating is controlled by a ther- 
mostat. 

The ceiling is ivory-colored, of 
a new type having countless 
perforations, the ventilators be- 
ing concealed above it. There 
are nine electric domelights on 
each side. The windows are of 
coffee color, (and the sides below 
them are of baronial brown. An 
extra cost has been paid by the 
company for double-spring cush- 
ions, and the upholstery is of the 
company’s standard Scotch plaid. 

The cost of each vehicle is 
513,800, and the weight empty 
15,600 pounds, approximately 
20,000 pounds when filled with 37 
passengers. Eleven of these up- 
to-date coaches will be assigned 
to the Waltham division, six to 
the Auburndale division, and five 
to the Natick one. The ten re- 
ceived in June. 1942, still in ex- 
cellent condition, are to do ser- 
vice on the lines operating from 
Lexington.

Ten new members were ad- 
mitted to the post. Commander 
Joseph Walsh reported on the 
organization of the Newton All- 
Woman’s American Legion Post 
and it was voted to present them 
with a bell and gavel. The new or- 
ganization will hold its next 
meeting on Sunday, March 23 in 
the War Memorial Building. 

It was voted to endorse the 
candidacy of Commander Walsh 
for the office of State historian. 
It was announced that Philip 
W. Carter, a member of the New- 
ton Post, has been named State 
chairman of publicity for Boys' 
State. 

The post voted to oppose the 
"Living Tribute” which is being 
sponsored by Garden Clubs of 
Newton, asserting that the money 
could be used for housing or 
other pressing needs of veterans.

Group Hears Dr. Pope 
Speak on Work of 

State Health Dept. 

— 0 — 

"We allow matters to drift un- 
til a catastrophe occurs, seeming- 
ly in all fields of endeavor.” stat-| 
ed Rev. Herbert Hitchen. in intro- j 
ducing the speaker at Tuesday’s i 
(February 25) Conference and I 
Study Group meeting. Dr. Alton 1 
S. Pope, Director of the Division j 
of Tuberculosis of the State 
Health Department was the 
speaker. 

Dr. Pope took up this theme, 
stating that the greatest problem 
of preventive medicine every- 
where is to get something done , 
before the crisis occurs. Sta- ! 
tistics are difficult to compile 
on the results of work in the I 
field of preventive medicine, he ! 
said, because you never see the 1 
cases that were prevented— only 
those that occurred. However, 
it is interesting to note that 
cases of T. B. have dropped 85% 
since the turn of the century, 
whereas In spite of the marvel- 
ous advances in surgery, the 
death rate due to appendicitis; 
has only been reduced 50% in 
that same period. And yet 1800 
people die every year from T.B. 
in Massachusetts. 

Dr. Pope decried the fact that 
people seem to become lax when 
a disease appears to be disap- , 
pearing. Then, because of this 
laxity, the disease crops up 
again — take the case of small- 1 
pox which developed into al- 
most epidemic proportions in 
the Near East and China during; 
the war when immunization j 
came almost to a standstill in | 
those countries. 

Dr. Pope described the or- 
ganization of the State Health 
Department and some of its 
work. He discussed in some de- 
tail two or three of their out- 
standing problems during the 
past few years. One of the prob- 
lems dealt with chronic and de- 
! generative diseases which are! 
becoming more prevalent as our j 
population grows older. Previ- j 
ous to the passage of recent 
State legislation, he said, the ! 
j indigent sick were placed in the 
I State Infirmary and given only 
custodial care for the most part. 

1 Now the State is making provi- 
1 sion for a new 800 bed hospital 
for these patients. 200 will be 
used for cancer patients and 600 
for other chronic diseases. The 
new hospital will have diagnos- 
tic facilities and physical and 
occupational therapy and an 
outpatient department. The 
hospital will be used by the 
three medical schools for train- 
ing and they plan to have a 
school for attendant nurses. It 
is hoped that the building will 
get underway sometime in the 
Fall. 

Another problem of great ' 
proportion which has caused 
concern to the State Health De- ! 
parment is the lack of facilities 
for the care of children with ] 
rheumatic heart disease. Such ; 
1 cases require from 3 to 12 1 
months hospitalization and thei

The re- 
sults are now being analyzed 
and from these facts it will be ! 
possible to advise cities and I 
towns as to the facilities needed ! 
in various areas and to advise , 
hospitals as to the increase they | 
may reasonably expect in their; 
demands for hospitalization. It ! 
is expected that Massachusetts 
will receive $1,600,000 from the 
Federal Government which will 
probably be given in the form 
of sub-grants by the State 
Health Department to charit- 
able hospitals where they feel 
•xpansion is necessary as shown 
by the survey and to cities and 
owns wishing to build hospi- 
tals if the survey shows need 
in those. 

Reference was also made by 1 
Dr. Pope to the bill now before \ 
the legislature which proposes 
the licensing of convalescent 
homes. Standards were improv- 
ed tremendously in general hos- 


pitals, he stated, when some 
years ago the bill was passed 
requiring them to obtain a lic- 
ense to operate. It Is hoped 
that when and if such a bill is 
passed it will do the same to 
improve the standards in the 
convalescent homes throughout 
the state. 

The meeting was attended by 
agency staff members and in- 
terested lay people. This was 
the third in this year’s series 
of Conference and Study Group 
meetings at which sessions the 
Community Council procures 
some expert in the field of 
health or social welfare to 
speak, following which a ques- 
tion period is conducted. The 
next meeting is scheduled for

Ranny Weeks Heads 
Osteopathic Hospital 
Building Fund Drive

BOSTON, FEB. 26. — Randall 
W. Weeks, of Newton, noted 
musician and a leader in many 
charitable activities, has been 
named general chairman of the 
Massachusetts Osteopathic Hos- 
pital’s $250,000 building and en- 
dowment fund campaign, it was 
announced last night by the 
board of trustees. 

The campaign, to be held April 
25 to May 24, in 50 cities and 
towns of greater Boston by more 
than 1,000 volunteer workers, 
will provide funds for construc- 
tion of an addition to ease the 
critical bed shortage. 

"For several years, the state's 
only osteopathic hospital has had 
a long waiting list, and the sit- 
uation^ growing steadily worse,” 
Weeks said. "Besides a 65 per 
cent increase in bed capacity, 
there is urgent need for larger 
maternity operating room and 
nursery facilities, as well as more 
funds for the free clinics con- 
ducted by the out patient depart- 
ment." 

Ranny Weeks is one of New 
England’s best known figures in 
music, radio, and motion picture 
fields. He has given much of his 
time to the March of Dimes, Com- 
munity Fund, the Guild of Va- 
riety Artists, Associated Jewish 
Philanthropies, Boys Club of Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts Committee on 
Public Safety, and is the com- 
poser of the National 1947 Red 
Cross campaign song. During the 
war he served as Lieutenant 
Commander in the Navy. His fa- 
ther, William E. Weeks, former 
state representative and Mayor 
of Everett, worked actively for 
the first Massachusetts osteo- 
pathic Legislation in 1906.

Wednesday noon, John Mur- 
phy, chairman of Newton's Board 
of Assessors, discussed the gen- 
eral tax situation in Newton, at 
the weekly meeting of the New- 
ton Kiwanis Club, in the Y.M.C.A. 
“You read in the papers every 
day," Mr. Murphy said, "of the 
high cost of living, the persons 
and conditions responsible.” Va- 
rious articles tell, Mr. Murphy 
continued, of what makes the 
wheels go 'round, etc. 

According to Mr. Murphy, the 
operation of a city government 
may be likened to the manner 
in which our own homes are 
maintained. Income and expenses 
must meet on a fairly equal 
plane. In the case of a city’s op- 
eration, expenses must be ar- 
ranged so as not to work undue 
hardship on taxpayers. He went 
on to give figures on various 
types of taxes, the method of 
their collection, the assessed val- 
uation of newly built homes, etc. 

In conclusion, Mr. Murphy told 
of the real estate market’s activi- 
ties during the yeads from 1930 
to 1946. The sales tax, he added, 
will very likely be the manner in 
which funds badly needed will bo 
eventually raised.

The Methodist Episcopal 
Church at Newtonville was es- 
tablished in the early spring pf 
1860, when certain persons hav- 
ing a strong desire for a church 
of their own faith, met at the 
home of Rev. George W. Mans- 
field and formally organized the 
I society. 

For some time previously 
, the Methodists in this vicinity 
had held Class Meetings with 
the church at Watertown, but 
I a craving for a church home of 
their own, near enough to en- 
able them to train their children 
in their own doctrines, led to the 
establishment of a church in 
| Newtonville. 

At first the church services 
were held in the Dexter Piano 
Rooms in the old Leavitt Block 
at the Walnut Street crossing. 

They rapidly outgrew these ac- 
commodations and moved across 
the square to Tremont iVall 
which they secured for "$175 per 
annum.” 

The church membership in- 
creased steadily, many joining 
on profession of faith. Those 
who desired immersion were 
j baptized in a small pond on the 
I Claflin estate. 

! In 1861 the society moved to 
j the chapel on Washington street, 
corner Central avenue, after- 
j ward occupied by the Congrega- 
j tionalists. On March 11th it 
was dedicated, and a new organ 
costing $450 was purchased. 

The little Church prospered 
and the congregations grew so 
great that by 1863 larger accom- 
modations became necessary. A 
Baptist soc/.ety had begun the 
erection of a church but the pan- 
ic of 1857 had compelled the 
abandonment of the project. In 
1860, this property was bought 
I by the Unitarians who completed 
the auditorium and for a time 
worshiped therein. However, 
partly because of the Civil War, 
they became desirous of dispos- 


ing of their Church. The Meth- 
odists therefore purchased the 
old Brick Church in 1863 for the 
sum of $6000. 

The entrance was on the side, 
and in order to pass from the 
auditorium to the vestry .it was 
necessary to go outside, 
j At that time a fence with 
gates extended from the church 
! to Walnut street, enclosing the 
j churchyard, in which were many 
! evergreen trees. 

| In May 1921 the matter of the 
I proper housing of the Church 
School was discussed at the 
j Official Board Meeting. A com- 
; mittee was appointed to investi- 
j gate and make a definite report. 
From that time it meant much 
! prayerful planning on the part 
of an enlarged building commit- 
| tee until the present edifice was 
completed. 

j The report of the committee 
; was approved by the Official 
Board at a meeting held at the 
! Newton Club on October 31, 

1 1921. 

It was voted to build a Gothic 
, Cathedral of seam-faced granite 
around the old brick church, en- 
1 larging it by a clear story on 
either side and a spacious Nar- 
thex at the entrance. This, with 
the building of a Parish House 
consisting of a Chapel with 
memorial windows taken from 
the original church, a ladies' 
parlor, department and class- 
rooms for the Church School and 
a gymnasium on the top floor, 
gives Newtonville Church one 
of the most complete equipments 
in New England Methodism. 

The Church was dedicated 
Sunday morning, December 7, 
1924 by the late Bishop William 
F. Anderson. 

From the nineteen charter 
members the church has grown 
1 until it consists today of over a 
thousand members on its books. 

Reverend Hamilton M. Gifford 
is the present minister.

The annual meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of the Newton 
Free Library was held on Friday. 
February 21. Judge Thomas 
Weston was elected President of 
the Library Board; Mr. John F. 
Brown was elected Treasurer, an 
office which Judge Weston has 
held for a number of years. Other 
members of the Library Board 
are: Mrs. William H. McAdams, 
Mr. James P. Gallagher and Mr. 
Vincent P. Roberts. Mr. Harold 
Wooster, librarian was elected 
Secretary of the Board. 

The annual reports of the Pres- 
ident and the Librarian were 
read and approved. In his report 
Judge Weston spoke of two 
changes which occurred in the 
I Library Board in 1946. Dr. Guy 
! M. Wiflslow resigned in February 
“having served as a library trus- 
tee from 1928 to 1946. During 
i these eighteen years of service, 
his great educational knowledge, 

; experience and administrative 
skill were of great assistance to 
the Trustees. Mr. John F. £rown 
of Auburndale was appointed a 
Trustee in his place. Mrs. Vir 
ginia M. Hutchinson, a member 
of the Board from 1922 to 1946 
and president from 1929 to 1946 | 
died in July. The Newton Free! 
Library has been greatly aided 
and benefited by the devoted 
service of Mrs. Hutchinson. In a 
period of growth, development, 
progress, on the part of the j 
library, she was an active lead- 1 
er from the first to the last day ' 
of her . public service as a trustee 
of this institution.’'

ian gave an analysis of the year’s 
work; saying it is not easy to 
measure and compare public 
library systems because, of differ- 
ences between communities and 
variations of library development 
to meet local needs and condi 
tlons. The American Library 
Association after careful consid- 
eration speaks of “high quality” 
service for which an annual in- 
come of at least $2.00 pei* capita 
is necessary, “reasonably good 
service" at an income of $1.50 
per capita, and “limited service" 
at $1.00 per capita. Measured by 
this criterion Newton is paying 
for and should receive “reason- 
ably good service." The statistics 
of the U. S. Department of Edu- 
cation for public library systems 
in cities of the United States with 
populations from 50,000 to 100,000 
show that Newton has high stand- 
ing in such important matters 
and book stock per capita, book 
circulation per capita, annual ex- 


penditures for books, periodicals, 
binding. In these statistics New- 
ton groups itself with progres 
slve, residential cities with high 
educational and cultural stand- 
ards. In the Items mentioned, 
the Newton Free Library stands 
well up in the first ten cities for 
the year 1945; its total book circu- 
lation was second only to Pasa- 
dena, California. 

It was pointed out that the 
Newton Free Library has a diver- 
sified library system with old and 
new buildings, with trained, ex 
perienced, professional staff mem- 
bers and new recruits with limit- 
ed experience, with subject fields 
of knowledge where our book re- 
sources are strong and others 
which need strengthening and de- 
velopment; we are modern in cer- 
tain phases of our equipment and 
techniques, ancient in others, the 
range of our library service is 
frankly from high quality, 
through reasonably good to lim- 


ited service. It Is easily possible to 
underestimate or overestimate the 
Newton library system which is 
larger and more complex than 
the average library user realizes, 
we are challenged to maintain our 
strong points, correct the weak 
ones and carry forward a pro- 
gram of modernizing our books, 
equipment and services. In the 
course of a year the Newton Free 
Library does a great deal of high 
quality reference work. 

Some interesting statistics of 
the year 1946 were given as: the 
Newton library regularly adds a 
thousand volumes a month. The 
collections of books on art. music, 
technical and reference books, 
have been greatly enriched 
through the years by expendi- 
tures from funds given for this 
purpose. The books circulation 
for 1946 was 714,799 volumes an 
increase of 10,153 as compared 
with the previous year. A fea- 
ture of the year was the increased 


educational use of library facili- 
ties the Increase of the year was 
In non-fiction reading. The year’s 
registration of borrowers, both 
new and renewed cards was a 
record high, 7,755 adult cards and 
1,951 Juvenile cards being Issued, 
the total number of registered 
borrowers as of December 31, 
was 26,219. 

The expenditures from city ap- 
propriation were library staff $64,- 
528.13, buildings staff $10,967.33; 
books, binding and periodicals 
$18,893.61, all other purposes $20,- 
490.20, including chauffeur’s sal- 
ary and purchase of new Ford 
truck. These appropriation figures 
do not include the bonus paid to 
city employees, or the expendi- 
tures for repairs and improve- 
ments to the library buildings 
made by the Buildings Depart- 
ment of the City or the care of 
library grounds by the Forestry 
Division. For the first time the 
fines and collections returned to 


the City Treasury exceeded $10,- 

000 . 

In the comparative library sta- 
tistics previously referred to, the 
Newton Free Library was third 
as to the total of Juvenile circu- 
lation. Three special activities 
of this department were story 
hours, the Teen Age Book Show 
held In April and the Book Week 
observance in November. A major 
special observance of the year 
was the exhibit of material con- 
cerning the tercentenary of Rev- 
erend John Eliot’s first ^reaching 
to th Indians in their own lang- 
uage, which occurred in Newton 
on October 28, 1646. 

The branch libraries circulated 
a total of 491,713 volumes, two 
branches, — Newton Centre and 
Newtonville — accounting for 185,- 
633 of these. The building im- 
provements of the year were of 
more than usual importance, five 
library buildings were converted 
from coal to oil burning equip- 


ment. Reference was made to tht 
many staff changes of recent 
years and the need for a salary 
schedule which would put the 
Newton library In position to add 
well qualified new members of 
the staff as vacancies occur and 
reduce the number of^hese vacan- 
cies by having satisfactory sal- 
aries in Newton. 

The report concluded, this an- 
nual report has stressed the prob- 
lems, values, needs which must be 
faced in giving reasonably satis- 
factory and high quality library 
service in Newton. Attention has 
been called to certain strong re- 
sources of the library, but it 
should be frankly stated and ac- 
knowledged that it is the intel- 
ligent, interested user who is a 
primary factor in setting the tone 
and standard of a library. New- 
ton has an above average library 
because of the above average 
reading Interests of Newton citi- 
zens.
